HON. DAVID WILMOT ON HIS DEFEAT. 

From The Erie (Pa.) Constitation. 

Towaxda, Saturday, Oct. 31,1857. 

R. Ltle White, Esq— Dear Sir: The battle is lost, 
as men ordinarily estimate results. It will diseonrage the 
weak aod doubting—the venal will seek shelter in the 
camp of the enemy. The men of courage aud faith will 
stand firm, with confidence unshaken in the final triumph 
of the Right. Courage and Perseverance are qualities 
essentia] in a conflict with Error and Wrong; these with 
untiring activity, are the dements of success in all great 
revolutions. 

I look to the future with unshaken confidence. Liberty 
cannot be crashed out in this age and coantry. Oppres¬ 
sion has no charters from God. The tyrant tbat now 
exalts in power, and defiantly assails not only tbe consitn- 
tional rights of American citizenship, bat the God-given 
rights of maD, shall soon fall a lifeless and loathsome corpse 
under the persevering and courageous assaults of Truth. 

Tbe mere politician believes in tbe potency of great 
interests. He scoffs at the idea tbat any other than 
selfish motives influences the action of men. This is an 
insuii, both to God and man. Truth and Justice are 
mightier thaD Selfishness and Wrong. The Heroes and 
Martyrs of onr race attest the nobleness of Humanity. 
Men are capable of tbe highest motives, and most loyal 
steadfastness to principle. Truth is never silent, but 
pleads ever, with irresistible persuasiveness and power. 
There is a strength in a noble, self-sacrificing disinterest¬ 
edness, battling in a just cause, tbat cannot bc overcome. 
All the great moral forces of Nature are working nnceas- 
iogljr on tbe side of the Right. In tbe straggle of life we 
require strength in overcoming obstacles that beset onr 
path. Disasters test the constancy and conrage of parties 
ns of men. In the nature of things reverses must come, 
bot if we are true to the canse of Freedom a D d Humanity, 
onr triumph is certain; nor will the day be long postponed. 
Oppression, injustice and wrong cannot stand against 
righteousness and truth—if so, Omnipotence is dethroned 
—then is the earth a province of tbe Evil One. and man 
the helpless victim of his malignity. 

In the hour of disasters aDd defeat we must preserve an 
abiding faith in rectitude aod in the living energies of 
Truth. We must never despond Dor weary in the per¬ 
formance of onr high duties. There is nothing in tbe result 
of the late election that shonld for a moment dishearten 
onr hopes or relax onr efforts. It has not changed the 
essential order of things—it has not made the Wrong 
Right—this is beyond the power of a majority. Majori¬ 
ties can make tbe rulers of to-day, but they cannot make 
oppression just, nor eradicate from the hearts of men 
hatred of the oppressor. They may upheld for a time 
violence and fraud, by the strong arm of military power; 
but they cannot lawfully take from man tbe rights with 
which his Maker invested him. Not a stone in the cita¬ 
del of our strength bas beeo thrown down ; we still stand 
on the impregnable rock of truth. The tyranny, outrage 
and wrong against which we protest is io no degree ex¬ 
tenuated by the majority given against ns. Oppression 
has gained a new lease of power, but not an ioto of 
sanction for its craelty and injustice. Let us renew our 
vows to Freedom, and gain strength for future conflicts, 
by divesting ourselves of every selfish and ignoble desire.

THE NEIV SLAVE TRADE. 


We noticed briefly yesterday the news brought from 
Africn by the Ida, from Sierra Leone, Sept. 26. Since 
then Cnpt. Tufts has furnished copies of The Sierra Leone 
New Era of Sept. 21, in which wc find some interesting 
statements of the sad effects of the attempts of the French 
Emperor to export negroes from the coast of Africa to his 
West India colonies, under tbe name of free labourers, for 
the term of ten years. 

The New Era says tbe great stimulus given to the 
slave trade by this most discreditable transaction on the 
part of a leading power of Enroot) (the people of which 
country, wi*u tuctr voices Welo iree, tuxiaraS Bravery trr 
an cmi forever in the colonics of France), is producing 
great evil in the Yoruba and other countries wliere its 
influence is felt, and is uprooting all the good done in 
three years of peace and freedom from the slave trade in 
the Bight of Benin. 

Already, says The Neu> Era, the Abbeokutas, who last 
year brought fifteen hundred tuns of palm oil from Legos 
to sell, have this year only brought fivehuudred tuns, and 
the nnwiiling people have been forced to follow their 
chiefs to war io order to feed the demand for slaves at 
Whydah. 

The unwillingness of the bulk of tLe inhabitants of that 
interesting town to abandon their legilimulc commerce 
and tbeir cotton plantations may bc gathered from a pro¬ 
clamation of the war-chiefs of the Abbcokuta, in which 
they declare that, in order to procure a large army for tbe 
Abbeokutan war, soon to be undertaken, trade must be 
stopped now, and that during the war notbiDg must be 
sold and nothing bought. No canoes, except those of 
missionaries, who do not trade will be allowed to appear 
upon the river. Death upon the spot is the penalty o 
disobedience. 'This, continues The New Era, is tbe result 
of a revival of tbe slave trade. The people of Ibaddan, 
a town of large population, are now preparing to attack 
tbe people of Jaboo, who famished daring the palm-oil 
season large quantities of oil. 

The treaty with France for tbe snppressioD of tbe slave- 
trade expired in 1855, and even if in force, would not 
cover this Government speculation. As to tbe promise 
to bring back the negroes at the end of ten years, it has 
no force, for if lauded at any other place than Logos they 
would, mrat probably, be again pluodered and enslaved, 
as in tbe instance of forty-six self-emancipated negroes 
from Bahia, who were landed by a Portuguese captain 
several years ago, at Whydah, where they were seized by 
tbe King, plundered, aod the adults killed. 

An unpopular law placing a gag upon tbe press, bad 
lately passed the Legislature of Sierra Leoiie, but it 
would oot probably have a long existence.

Conference who were slaveholders, and dare not deny it, 
he did not disclaim the alleged knowledge. 

9. A minister from the border told ns personally, within 
a month, that he knew a member of the Philadelphia Con¬ 
ference to “ sell a nigger and put him in his pocket,” bnt 
a few years ago, this clerical dealer in human flesh and 
blood, being at that time, and still a member of that body, 
and for aught we know, a delegate to the last General 
Conference.

Such are a few of the facts proving the complicity of 
ow Church with slavery in the border Conference.

LETTER FROM RET. J. D- LONG. 

Db. Haven : In the Cambridge Herald of Saturday, 
Oct. 31, ie an advertisement of 31,200 reward for the 
apprehension and delivery of four runaway slaves from 
Dorchester County, Maryland, by their owners, James 
Wallace, Esq., Levin Deal, W. W. Lecomje and Eh® 
Hooper. Mr. Wallace is a member of the H E. Church, 
a prominent lawyer in Cambridge, and is at present a 
member of the State Senate. Mr. Lecomte is also a 
member of our Church. The notice suggested some pain¬ 
ful reflections in my mind. It is deeply humiliating to 
me as a member of the M. E. Church to see so many 
Methodists in Maryland advertising for runaway slaves 
in the different County papers. It demonstrates these 
facts • 1 That we have slaveholders m the M. E. Church. 
2. That they are mercenary, and regard their slaves solely 
in the light of property, just as they would a runaway 
horse or mule. 3. That simple slaveholding, as Dr. 
Stevens politely calls it, necessarily leads them thus to 
regard their human property. 4. If slaves are caught 
after attempting to escape they are sold to the negro- 
trader, as a late law of Maryland requires them to be 
sold. 5. It refutes all those assertions among Methodists 
that they are involved in slavery contrary to their wish 
or desire; for when the poor slave takes to his heels, en¬ 
deavouring to relieve his master of all further trouble, 
the owner immediately offers money to stimulate the 
human bloodhounds to bring back the panting fugitive 
into endless bondage. 

Will you permit me to refer to Dr. Stevens’s late edi¬ 
torial note, in which he refers to my Pictures of Slavery, 
and very modestly says that he does not believe my 
allegations. He is evidently trying to break the moral 
force of my book in public estimation, and to screen the 
slaveholders of the Philadelphia and Baltimore Confer¬ 
ence from odium. I think Dr. Stevens has done me in¬ 
justice. My statements should be received as true till 
they are proved to be false. The Doctor also stated 
weeks ago, that members of the Philadelphia Conference 
were grieved at the statements of my book. I would be 
much obliged if the Doctor would let us know in Phila¬ 
delphia who those gentlemen were. Perhaps I might 
administer some consolation to these afflicted souls. 
Divine goodness will vindicate my book. My name is 
now a synonym for all that is vile among slaveholders in 
the South. Yet in the hearts of hundreds of Maryland 
slaves it is embalmed in deepest affection that no injus¬ 
tice of learned doctors of divinity can destroy. And 
when the hand that pen3 these lines shall be cold in death, 
my name will be another term for liberty and justice to 
the slave. Living or dying, my motto is this, slavery 
has no law or rights that the “ white man is bound to 
respect.”

THE KANSAS QUESTION. 

The Administration do not hesitate to openly endorse 
the Kansas policy of Gov. Walker. His fearless action 
from the beginning, and especially with respect to the 
infamous election frauds, has already commended him to 
the hearty approval of the conservative and fair men of 
every section of the Union. It is not known from any 
reliable source, or indeed any source at all, that he has 
either favoured or opposed the constitution and schedule 
recently framed by the Constitutional Convention of 
Kansas. Nor Will this be known, his friends say, until his 
arrival in Washington, which it is expected will be to-night 
or tomorrow.—iorn^'j Philadelphia Press. 

The Kansas question has been thoroughly canvassed in 
ana me action or tne ouuvciuwii iu me 
main approved^ Certain it is that the Convention did not 
run counter to any established precedent—that they as¬ 
sumed no authority which had not been exercised before 
them by other similar Conventions convened for similar 
purposes, and that they submitted the main issue (slavery 
or no slavery) to the people.—New Tork Herald. 

Although The Union talks confidently of “ the peaceable 
and satisfactory adjustment of the Kansas difficulties,” it 
is certain that the President and the Cabinet are greatly 
embarrassed by the complication into which the extreme 
zeal of their partisans has got them. It is manifest that 
the game which was tried at first, of pretending that the 
submission of a single clause to popular vote was the sub¬ 
mission of the whole Constitution to rejection or approval 
by the people, will not avail. The humbug, the evasion 
of such a dodge, was too palpable. It was a political 
stratagem of the same nature, and as easily Been through, 
as the military ruse of the Japanese, who raise long lines 
of canvas fortification when an enemy’s fleet approaches 
their coast. It did not even require a telescope to expose 
the trick : it was visible at first sight to all who were not 
willfully blind.— N. 7. Tribune. 

The Kansas question is to be soon put at rest, and the 
whole force of the anti-slavery party is to be exerted in 
the transfer of the agitation to Arizonia. Emigration 
aid societies will be formed and abolition emissaries sent 
out to that new field of contest as soon as the Territorial 
government will be established. The United States troops 
ia Kansas can be transferred in due time to the new scene 
of action.— Baltimore Sun. 

I do not believe that Governor Walker will be as bit¬ 
terly assailed by the South as his opponents anticipate. 
The course of the St. Louis Republican, which supports 
him for his rejection of the frauds in Kansas, and the 
moderate and conservative example of the Richmond En¬ 
quirer and Examiner, are indications that do not promise 
a unanimity in the proscriptive war declared against him 
by Mr. Pryor, of The South; Mr. Barksdale, of thejifissis- 
sippian; and Mr. Jenkins, of the New Orleans Delta. 

Mr. Toombs, of Georgia, a man of growing power, just 
reelected to the Senate, is expected to take the lead 
against Walker, and is indeed spoken of in some of the 
papers of the South as the democratic leader in the 
Senate. Notwithstanding the reconciliation between 
Jefferson Davis and himself, it is surmised that they will 
hardly be as cordial as their supposed agreement against 
the Governor of Kansas might lead others to infer. I am 
clearly of opinion, however, that Mr. Hunter, of Virginia; 
Mr. Fitzpatrick, of Alabama ; Mr. Johnson, of Arkansas ; 
Mr. Bayard, of Delaware ; Mr. Pearce, of Maryland, and 
even Mr. Brown, of Mississippi (who likes Governor 
Walker greatly), will not be ready to follow any man’s 
lead against Governor Walker, simply because the Gov¬ 
ernor refused to allow a set of desperadoes to cheat at an 
election in Kansas. The two new (expected) Senators 
from Minnesota, Messrs. Rice and Shields, will no doubt 
speedily follow the acceptance of the State constitution 
recently adopted by the people of the Territory. This 
makes the account stand in the Senate fifteen slave to 
seventeen free States ; and if Kansas and Oregon should 
be admitted during the session the result will be fifteen to 
nineteen.— Forney’s Philadelphia Press. 

Mr. Stanton’s resignation of the Secretaryship of Kansas 
did not surprise the Administration, as has been alleged. 
On the contrary, it had been previously arranged that he 
should retire whenever the Constitutional Convention 
should have finished its work, and then succeed Governor 
Cumming, the new Governor of Utah, as Superintendent 
of Indian Affairs. This lucrative office was the moving 
consideration to his supposed sacrifice. Accordingly, he 
will be nominated, although he is sure to encounter de¬ 
cided opposition in the Senate. The feeling of the 
Southern wing of the Cabinet is intensely hostile to Gov. 
Walker, and a strong effort is making to emphasize the 
Message against him. The proceedings of the Constitu¬ 
tional Convention are approved, and their final action ac¬ 
cepted without qualification_ Tribune. 

A strong conviction is felt here that the crafty hand of 
Gov. Walker is visible in the work of the Constitutional 
Convention of Kansas. Some of bis most intimate New 
York friends made that declaration to-day, and there are 
other ear-marks which strengthen the proof.
